Poetic use of imagery was dealt with by 
Miss Dorothy MacArdle in a lecture last night 
at the Dublin Writers’ Club.

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LEARNING AND LIBRARIES. 


Lecturing on ‘Learning and Libraries in 
Ancient Times.” in the Town Hall. Rath. 
mines, Dublin, last night, Professor Tierney 
gave an intetesting account of how the mak- 
ing of libraries was learned from the civilisa- 
tion of the East, where vefy far hack in 
history, when. writing was done in clav 
and tablets, libraries were attached to the 
temples. The Egyptians, who wére the in- 
ventors of paper, used that material, and 
the earlfest great national library that they 
heard of was the Egyptian library of the 
fourteenth century B.C. This library, like 
all other Eastern libraries, was in close 
association with the temple. The greatest 
of the pre-Greek libraries was the Assvrian 
library collecteg in the middle of the eighth 
century B.C. Portion of that library was 
discovered by an English explorer in 1849, 
and was now in the British Museum, forming 
easily the oldest library in existence, and 
containing works in clay on almost every 
subject. : 
Professor Tierney went on to dehl with the 
library collected by Aristotle. and said that 
the works of Aristotle which we now had 
were really part of the contents of that 
library, which was made up of the lectures 
and notes of Aristotle himself and of his 
pupils.

A development, which may have far- 
reaching consequences, lies behind the 
news that the Swedish Match Company has 
just. been experimenting with a “ lighting- 
stick ’’ invented by an Austrian chemist.

During the year work in connection 
the Pensions Appeal Tribunal was 
tinued, and of the cases represented, 25 yer 
cent. were successwul on the entitlement side 
and 76 per cent. on the assessment side.

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BELFAST, Wednesday. 
HE new Northern Parliament House at 
T Stormont, Belfast, is now nearing com- 
pletion, and the scaffolding has been 
removed from the outside of the building. 
The upper portion of the building is to be 
occupied by various branches of the Civil 
Service, and these offices will be completed 
first. Arrangements are being 
transferring the Ministry of Home Affairs 
to the new building early in April, and the 
Ministry of Finance and Education and other 
departments will follow as soon as convenient, 
The transfer of the various Government 
departments will be a gigantic task, 
Thousands of books and tons of papers will 
require to be conveyed from the existing 
offices to the new building, and it will be 
important that none of these should get muis- 
placed. About five or six hundred civil 
servants will eventually be accommodated at 
“Stormont, and, apart from the diningrooms 
in connection with the Parliament, it. is 
nitended to have a permanent restaurant for 
their convenience, while it has been suggested 
that a ‘bus service should be established to 
run at regular potervals from Stormont to 
the centre of the city, a distance of about five 
miies 
Several Government offices with which the 
public are more intimately associated will be 
maintained in Belfast, such as stamp offices 
and deed registry offices, and these will be 
accommodated in the upper portion of the 
new Law Courts in the centre of the city, 
work upon which is also proceeding rapidly. 
lt is hoped in this way to overcome some of 
the inconvenience which will be caused by 
the Parliament Building being situated so far 
from the centre of the city. 
it is not expected that the Northern House 
of Commons or Senate will meet at Stormont 
before the middle of next year, as a consider. 
able amount of work has yet to be done to 
ihe chambers where both Houses meet in 
the way of interior decorations and furnish- 
ing. No arrangements have been made yet 
in connection with. the moe | of the new 
Parliament House, as the official opening 
ceremony is not ex 
October, 1932. Should the King and Queen 
Mary find it possible to again visit Belfast 
for the official opening of the new building, 
such a visit would give great satisfaction 
in Ulster. Their Majesties were present, it 
will be remembered, at the inauguration of 
the Northern Parliament, and the ceremony 
on that oceasion took place in the City Hall, 
Belfast. If Their Majesties for any reason 
should find it impossible to visit felfast at 
that time, it is that the Prince of 
Wales might come to Belfast and declare the 
new Parliament Building open. It would ue 
the first visit of the Prince of Wales to 
Ulster, end would receive a great

The Chopin work was well 
sustained. 

Referring to the third winner, the adjud)- 
entor said that she was blind, and had to 
feel her way more carefully than the other 
competitors. Dealing with the reading test 
for Miss Brady, the adjudicator mentioned 
that he had played phrasgas on the piano for 
her, and these she had to play afterwards, 
and also to transpose them and improyise on 
them.

It is inconceivable 
that the factories of Ulster ever will 
recover their one-time prosperity, The 
question. confronting them is whether or not 
they can recover sufficient of it to keep 
them as a formidable competitor in the 
linen markets. Without doubt, Ulster pro-

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| than useless. It is true that dumping of 
foreign yarns and linen is rife in Great 


Britain, but we venture to doubt whether 


much to restore Ulster’s prosperity. In 
the old days Ulster’s trade was with the 
world. Even if every foreign yarn and 


[every yard of foréign linen were barred | 


rigorously from British shores, the result 
would hardly insure prosperity to half of 
the Belfast firms, that still are working. 
Her sole chance is to cut costs and to beat 
foreign competitors, as well as the manu- 
facturers of substitute textiles, at their 
own game. There are signs and omens 
that the artificial silk trade does not 
prosper as once it prospered; only last 
week, for instance, shareholders in the 
great firm of Courtaulds awoke to the sad 
realisation that their dividends, which in 
1927 amounted to 25 per cent., were now 
no higher than 6 per cent. If the directors 
of Northern linen firms are willing to 
appreciate the bearing that such figures 
as these have on their own prospects, they 
will hasten to adopt vigorous measures ; 
and the operatives, if they are wise, will 
realise that their own prosperity, being 
bound up with the prosperity of the whole 


trade, demands instant and urgent 
co-operation with their employers.

50,400,000 ounces and India only 29,500,000

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There are many features that prevent ti:e 
linen industry in Ulster from recovering 
its old position. We have mentioned the 
ingress of foreign competitors, unknown 
and unsuspected twenty years ago. 
Hitherto, moreover, an excess of produc- 
ing concerns has handicapped progress. 
Many of these now have been eliminated, 
and their elimination will assist materially 
in the complete and rapid recovery of the 
industry as a whole when the turn of the 
tide comes. The greatest drawback, how- 
ever, is the excessive cost of labour in the 
North. Recently, as our readers 
aware, the wages issue came to a head. 
Both the spinning and the weaving opera- 
tives rejected the owners’ proposal for á 
twenty per cent, cut in wages, and a 
strike, invelving sozne thirty thousand men 
and women throughout the province, was 
imminent. _In the case of the spinners, 
common-sense and foresight came to the 
rescue, and by mutual agreement a cut of 
ten per cent. was offered and accepted. 
The weavers proved almost, if not exactly, 
as far-seeing. Most of them, after a con- 
ference held in Belfast last week with re- 
presentatives of the Ministry of Labour, 
agreed upon a settlement, but an impor- 
tant district refuses bluntly to accept the 
employers’ terms. Neyertheless, it is only 
by. the closest co-operation between 
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end to civil. disobedience, it must be 
welcomed without mental reservation. At 
the same time, its terms must be enforced 
with vigour, and inches must not be 
allowed to become ells. 


School Children’s Meals. 


Much public interest has been aroused 
in Dublin by the correspondence in our 
columns concerning meals for school 
children. Dr. Eamonn C Hogain, who 
is supported by Dr. Brian Crichton and 
others, takes the view that the existing 
system of school hours imposes too long a 
fast on young children. In parts rí 
Dublin, he declares, children must leave 
their homes shortly after eight o'clock in 
the morning, and often do not return until 
aearly four o'clock in the afternoon. 
Thus, for a period of eight hours these 
children must go without a hot meal, and 
both Dr. O’Hogain and Dr. Crichton hold 
that such a fast is injurious to health. 
There is no doubt that in the case of grow- 
ing children a hot meal in the middle 
of the day is essential. Under the present 
system children who attend National 
schools have only a short interval at mid- 
day, during which they eat a hasty lunch, 
consisting usually of sandwiches and 
bottle of milk. . Dr. O’Hogain suggests 
that some effort, ought to be made by the 
educational authorities to provide the 
children with a hot meal, or, in the 
alternative, that the mid-day interval 
should be increased in order to enable the

THE KING’S DIFFICULTY. 


The Times to-day observes in a leading 
article:—The constitution of the new 
Ministry’ in Madrid shows that King 
Alfonso’s attempt to temporise with his 
opponents has come to nothing. He has 
set in office for the present a Coali- 
tion Government, composed of trusted 
Monarchists—sailors, soldiers and political 
veterans of different parties—whose main 
task for some timé will presumably be to 
maintain the King’s authority and. prevent 
disorder. King Alfonso stands entrenched 
behind his partisans. He has, for the 
present, defeated the demand: which 
appeared “to be widespread for , some 
modification of his prerogatives. He 
seemed at one moment to be himself pre- 
pared to make some concession’ to the 
demand, bat his open-mindedness caused 
profound sensation and even alarm in the 
ranks of the Monarchists, some of whom 
are now openly/ proclaiming «that it. is 
necessary for all lovers.of law and order 
to wnité and give battle to the revolu- 
tionaries. 

If, proceeds The Times, he has by now 
to ‘a certain degree forfeited the trust of 
-some of those who served him in the past, 
he still enjoys in Spain and outside it a 
great personal - popularity, born of his 
natutal charm and. enhanced by the un- 
flinching bravery which he has shown in 
all moments of danger, :ad this popu- 
larity is shared by-his courageous English 
Queen, who has just hurried from London 
in order to be by his side in the crisis 
of to-day. How far this popularity. will 
carry him through,.the present period of 
evolution in Spain remains to be sen. 

THE CHURCH AND THE ARMY.

THE RELIGIOUS DIFFICULTY.

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HEBREW CHRISTIAN 
ALLIANCE. 


MEETING IN DUBLIN, 


A meeting was held yesterday evening by 
the International Hebrew Christian Alliance 
at the Metropolitan Hall, Abbey street, 
Dublin. The Archbisnop of Dublin, as 
Chairman, delivered the opening address. 

He pointed out the close relationshipship 
between Christianity and Judaism. Christ 
and his Apostles were Jews, and the early 
Church was almost wholly composed of Jews 
in the  béginning; in fact, original 
Christianity was really a kind of Christian 
Judaism. We had treated the Jews shame- 
fully, and. raised a barrier between them , 
and us. However, a new spirit was abroad 
to make reparation to the Jews. The Hebrew 
Christian Association was no new sect or 
religion, but just a band of earnest men 
seeking to unite dews and Christians in 
common fellowship, when they - could 
amicably discuss their differences. The Jews 
were the greatest missionaries in’ the world. 
and Jews, as Jews, were doing profound 
research work in the Scriptures.

LETTERKENNY RAILWAY. 


Captain J. C. Herdman, D.L., 
at the annual meeting of the Strabane and 
Letterkenny Railway Company. 

The annual report stated that the railway 
company, like all others, suffered from the 
depression of business that prevailed during 
the past vear, and the general traffic was less 
than for the previous year. 

In passengers there was a small decrease 
in the number of those travelling first-class, 
but this was counterbalanced by an increase 
in those travelling third-class. This was 
satisfactory, and showed that they were more 
than holdimg their own notwithstanding 
omnibus competition. 

In merchandise traffic there was a decrease 
of 1,500 tons, caused by less oats and potatoes 
being forwarded owing to low prices and poor 
demand. There was at present a movement in 

otatoes, due to enhanced prices, and they 
hoped to recover some of the potatoes during 
the current vear held over from 1950. 

Pork showed an increased tonnage. In live 
stock they carried more horses, cattle and 
pigs, but there was a drop in calves and 
sheep. The net receipts were about the same 
as in 1929.

TABLE GROWING. 


NEED FOR MORE VARIETY. 


WHY NOT GROW IN THE 
FIELD? 


(From Ove Acricurtvrat CORRESPONDEYT.| 
HILE making due provision for the 
W feeding of his stock throughout the 
winter and spring, it is remarkable 
how lax is the average smal! farmer in regard 
to supplies of vegetables for his own house- 
hold during the same period. Notice is 
hardly taken of the fact that the potatoes 
and swedes grown for the cattle and pigs 
are often the only vegetables available for 
the house. 

The kitchen garden is, of course, utilised 
to grow vegetables in summer, but these are 
not infrequently exhausted before Christmas. 
As is well known, we are far behind other 
countries in both the growing, cooking and 
general use of vegetables, especially of the 
pulse or protein groups, which to euch a 
large extent can be made to replace meat or

FIELD OPERATIONS. 

If when commencing sowing or planting 
the: drills first made—namely, those for 
potatoes or mangels—the farmer would leave 
aside from 50 to 100 perches of drill to be 
planted with a proportion of first early 
potatoes to come in about mid-June, some 
parsnips, carrots, a large or small variety of 
| bean, one of the prolific and keeping class of 
| pea, and- two or three varieties of onion, 
ample provision for the average family would 
be made. If a dwarf variety of ns is 
used there will be no necessity for staking. 

When the early potatoes come out, some 
ings of autumn or winter cabbage should 

e ready to put in. If the potatoes have 
been well manured, no arditional manure 
will be required for the cabbage. Different 
districts may be suitable for other classes of 
vegetables, such as Brussels sprouts, broccoli, 
white turnip, etc. The cost of seed for the 
provision of pulse and three or four kinds 
of vegetable during the scarce season is 
One of the preliminary conditions 
of success is that a little extra care should be 
taken of drills intended for these crops. 

Of cabbages, the most suitable types are 
Savoy, York and extra curled kale, sown in 
April. Of cabbage for srring use, one of the 
best is Offenheim, the seeds of which should 


presided , be sown in July-and planted in the end of 


September. The drills should be set apart 
as dividing lines between varieties of main 
crop potatoes, mangels and turnips, prefer- 
ably soine distance from corn, which woald 
later be an attraction for all classes of birds. 


UTILISING HORSE LABOUR. 

The advantage of the system suggested is 
that it reduces substantially the hand-labour 
in the garden, which can be devoted to other 
purposes, and enables virtually all the cul- 
tivation to be done by horses, while the 
extra time that is put into the crop in the 
field is trifling. There is the further ad- 
vantage that vegetables grown out in the 
fresh clay of the field are of better quality 
than those raised in the garden, and they 
can more readily be harvested for keevirg 
over. 

Of course, around our cities and larger 
towns the growing of these vegetables is re- 
cognised as the work of market gardeners, 
but anyone who knows our ordinary towns 
and rural areas is too painfully aware of 
the lack of vegetables when summer is past. 
On the other hand, one has only to take a

The measure was severely criticised by the 
Opposition, and Mr. Geoghegan was 
dealing with the measure when pro.

NO NEW PRINCIPLE IN THE

Mr. RODDY, ‘Parliamertary Secretary for 
Lands and Fisheries, bricily outlined the 
history of the Land Acts from the Act of 
1870 down to the Act of 1923. As the result 
of half a century of beneficial legislation, he 
said, there were vested in 350,000 tenaygts 
11,000,000 acres of land at a price of 
£110,000,000, and there remained to be dealt 
with at the adverit of the Free State 100,000 
holdings comprising 3,000,000 acres, at an 
estimated price of £20,000,000, in addition 
to about 1,000,000 acres of untenanted land. - 

That was the problem which faced “the 
present Government when it assumed office 
in 1922, and one of its first great reconstructive 
measures was the Land Act of 1925. 

THE ACT OF 1923. 

The Act of 1923 abolished the relationship 
of landlord and tenant. It straightaway 
reduced the tenants’ annual payment, or rent, 
by 25 per cent., forgave him all his arrears 
up to 1920, cut down any arrears. between 
1920 and 1925 by 25 per cent., and added the 
balance to his purchase money, to be paid 
off by a small addition to his annuity. Never 


_ before had tenants been. able to win such 


immediate advantages from a Land Act, and 
there was still to come the further reduction 
of 5 per cent. or 10 per cent. in annual pay- 
ments, which was to follow the final vesting 
and the setting up of the annuity. ~ 

Perhaps the most sweeping feature of the 
Act was that contained in Section 24, which 
decreed that, with certain exceptions, all 
tenanted land wherever situated, and ali 
untenanted land. situated in any congested dis- 
tricts county, and such untenanted Jand situated 
elsewhere as the Land Commission should 
declare to be required for the relief of con- 
gestion, or the facilitating of re-sale, shall 
vest in the Land Commission on the 
appointed day. 

Since 1923 there had been four more. Acts, 
an’ now the Dail was asked to pass another 
in the present bill, 

FINALITY. 

“There are,” said Mr. Roddy, “ aspects 
of land purchase to whic we all 
wish to see finality, and finality 
wit hin a reasonable period , and one 
of these is the placing of every urchasing 
tenant definitely on the road to become an 
owner in feasa simple. We have made good 
mna in that direction since 1923, but we

NOT JUSTIFIED. 

Mr. JOHNSON said that he did not think 
the conclusion that the Commission had come 
to was justified on that portion of the evi- 
dence presented in the summary of evidence, 
and he rather anticipated that some of the 
facts and figures put forward by those advo- 
cating the tariff had been overlooked by the 
compilers of the report. Otherwise they 
would not have come to the recommendation 
that they had made. 

Of the present production of butter the 
Free State exported about half a million 
hundredweights spread over only portion of 
the year. The Danish industry was so orga- 
nised that if exported its butter to England 
throughout’ the whole of the year, and so 
held the English market, obtaining a regular 
ia on the whole of their exports. The 

ree State was not able to send supplies 
regularly to the British market, and had, 
therefore, to make new connections every 
spring, which was a great handicap to the 
butter trade. 

APPLICANTS’ MOTIVES. 

The Commission had recommended a fiat 
rate of fourpence per pound as import cuty 
in the hope that farmers would be induced 
to turn their attention to winter dairying. 
Winter dairying vas rot the important thing 
that was in the minds of the applicanis, 
their contention being that the fourpence per 
pound tariff would even cut the supplies of 
summer-produced butter throughout the 
winter. Would the summer-produced butter, 
held in cold storage till the winter, compete 
successfully in their markets with freshly- 
made butter? He did not think so. He 
believed that the only way to hold their 
market in Great Britain was to produce 
hout the year. 

He would like to know whether the Tariff 
Commission and the Government took into 
account the fact that there. was goi an 
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subsidy would be given to the farmer for 
every hundred gallons of milk produced from 
October to the end of July. 

TARIFF’S ADVANTAGES. 

Sir WALTER NUGENT, in seconding the 
amendment, said that he was in favour of 
giving help either by tariff or othorwise to 
any industry for which Ireland was suitable. 
In the present instance a tariff was the most 
effective way and would cost the country less. 

The Right Hon. ANDREW JAMESON said 
that, if they wanted to help winter dairying, 
they should help the men who were going to 
carry on winter dairying, and it seemed to 
ng that a subsidy was the best way oí doing 
this. 

Mr. O'HANLOKN said that he was against 
the general principle of subsidies. They 
could not possily check the production of 
milk ; for more than half the butter produced 
in Ireland was produced by farmers who did 
not send their milk to the creamery. There 
was only one thing that would bring about 
an extinction of datry-farming, and that was 
the monetary results that would accrue to 
the producer. .The farmer would get, 
perhaps, three-halfpence a gallon. out of the. 
fourpence tariff. That would not pay him. 

Mr. JOHNSON—Would twopence pay 


him ? 


Mr. O'HANLON— No, nor threepence. The |. 


one thing, he added, that a tariff of fourpence” 
would do ‘was that it would preserve the 
present cow ponulation. 

A DIFFICULT POSITION. 

Sir JOHN KEANE said that the Minister 
was at present engaged in ascertaining the 
costs of dairying, and they should have 
these figures before them when considering 
the question. What he did not like about 
the motion was this tendency to run to the 
Government for everything. 

Mr. BAGWELL said that they were placed 
in a difficult position. because if they voted 
one way or the other it would imply criticism 
of ‘the Government. He suggested that the 
mot‘on should be withdrawn. 

Mr. DOWDALL then withdrew his amend- 
ment, and Mr. JOHNSON withdrew the 
original motion.
